Group member / magazine reviewer Mr. Ernie Sears recently 
wrote to the Labour Minister regarding the FOI that was a clear 
Labour Manifesto pledge. He received a reply on 24.5.97 and was 
more than happy for me to print it. 

‘Thank you for your letter of 8 May to the Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster about a Freedom Of Information Act. I have 
been asked to reply’. 

‘The Government remains fully committed to an FOI Act, which 
is a clear Labour Manifesto pledge. There is no suggestion at all 
that an FOI Act will be abandoned. Rather, it is out of recognition 
of the importance of an FOI Act and the need for full and open 
consultation - especially appropriate on this issue - that the 
Government intends to issue a consultation White Paper on a 
Freedom of Information Act, setting out proposals for a Bill. The 
White Paper will then be followed by a draft Bill as a basis for 
further consultation. Once that process is complete, the early 
introduction of a Bill into Parliament will be priority’. 

‘I hope that this helpful in making clear the Government’s 
continuing commitment to an FOI Act’.

Jet ‘Buzzed Bv UFO’.... 


The pilots had just emerged 
from heavy cloud when it flashed 
towards them. 

The streak of red, white and 
blue seemed to be on a collision 
course. But within two seconds it 
had vanished. 

Was it a military craft ? Or 
perhaps a Red Arrow which had 
strayed from its path ? 

Both the captain and first 
officer of the Aer Lingus BAe 
146 passenger jet saw it as they 
flew at 9,000 ft over Stevenage, 
Hertfordshire, on the descent into 
Standsted Airport on a flight 
from Dublin last June. 

But despite exhaustive 
investigations, no-one has been 
able to establish what it was. The 
146 had flown down a ‘canyon’ 
of huge, towering clouds and 
was just emerging into clear 
weather when the object came 
hurtling towards them, passing 
down their right-hand side 
100ft below and less than 300 
yards away. 

Both men described it as red 
with blue and white stripes. They 
thought it might have been a 
Hawk Jet and noticed engine 
intakes on the fuselage. 

The captain radioed air traffic 
control and asked : ’Did we have 
a Red Arrow pass quite close 
there ?’ Nothing could be seen on 
radar. Investigators established 
that none of the Red Arrows had 
flown that day and all other RAF 
and BAe Hawks could be 
accounted for. 

The livery suggested it might 
have been a Folland Gnat, the 
aircraft formerly flown by the 
Red Arrows, but none were 
found to have been airborne. 
Operators of ex-military jets 
including MiGs and even old 
Sabers were checked and 
eliminated. 


An air proximity or ‘near miss’ 
report was filed and a lengthy 
investigation by the Joint Airport 
Working Group made up of civil 
and military flight professionals 
has concluded that what the 
pilots saw was ‘an unknown 
object’. 

‘There is no doubt that both 
BAe 146 pilots clearly saw 
something and agreed in some 
detail in their descriptions. 

‘Regrettably it has not been 
possible to trace any aircraft that 
were in the area at the time’. 

An Aer Lingus spokesman 
said ‘We really have no 
explanation and the incident is 
likely forever to remain a 
mystery’.

farmers and petrol pump 
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privy to the event, why has no one,apart from a 
number hick farmers and petrol pump attendant, 
come forward to tell us all about it. 

Such exciting knowledge would have been 
whispered down through three generations and by 
now, millions, at the very least, would know of it. 
Quite simply, history would have been unable to 
keep the secret. 

As with most conspiracy theories, including 
that which attends the assassination of President 
Kennedy, we might conclude that it is wild and 
fanciful nonsense. 

But is it ? For we mustn’t close the door entirely. 
This column has long suggested that some of our 
politicians have been sent by an unfriendly alien 
civilization to lead us to unthinkable disaster .

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* Book Review *

“LEFT AT EAST GATE” by 
authors Larry Warren and Peter 
Robbins landed in my hands, 
courtesy of our very own Editor 
Steve Gerrard, on Tuesday 3rd 
June, a “free” edition from 
publishers Michael O’Mara 
Books Limited... by that same 
evening I’d been unable to put it 
down until read ! Gripping ? 
Sensational ? Both 

understatements ! 

Maybe the jacket “blurbs” said 
it better.. ‘Dynamite’, 
‘compelling’, ‘unique’... and, more 
to my own eventual feelings, 
‘unsettling’ !. 

Just under 500 pages long, and 
while you don’t HAVE to 
believe it, the mass of facts, 
evidence, and most of all, the 
desperate determination by the 
authorities to initially deny it all, 
and the efforts to “prove” that 
Larry Warren didn’t even exist, 
the crazy “answers” that 
witnesses had confused 
“lighthouse beams”, for an oddly 
shaped landed craft that threw 
off“rays” and assorted colors, that 
left imprints, that contained three 
“entities”, who “conversed” 
silently with the base 
commander, who much later 
made public an audio tape he had 
recorded at the actual incident., 
that was filmed, that caused a 
strange sense of non-reality to 
onlookers, that “burnt” one airman 
who clung to it as it moved 
slightly, that caused panic stricken 
animals to flee their habitat 
(i.e.: deer, rabbits, and such) force 
you to accept that something 
strange happened in Rendlesham 
Forest in late December 1980, in 
what became known as the 
Bentwaters-Woodbridge incident. 


Previous books on the incident 
pale into insignificance beside 
this one. I sat, stunned, as the 
implications finally sunk into 
my mind! Particularly 
concerning the “coincidences” 
that I seem to be prone to that 
said “take notice, this IS the 
answer” to the whole UFO 
enigma ! only two days 
previously to reading the book, 
I’d been interviewing a country 
music group at a local club for 
the magazine I write for, they 
had gigged at Woodbridge in 
February ! Their lead vocalist, I 
discovered, is a UFO “buff” and 
has a young daughter, seemingly 
a recent abductee, with an 
“implant” ! 

While, on the same day that I 
was given the book, an invitation 
arrived from my country music 
magazine Editors for a free 
weekend party to celebrate said 
magazines 21st Birthday., up at 
(guess where!) Lowestoft, 
Norfolk! Your UFO mag Editor 
Steve Gerrard was here when it 
arrived ! While the day before I 
wrote this review I’d enjoyed an 
all girl country band at the club I 
visit in Portsmouth on 
Mondays... never having seen 
“Way Out West” before I sat 
and chatted with them for the 
paper I write for. Asking 
where they hailed from I 
grinned, rather enigmatically, 
as they said ‘Norfolk’ ! 

“Norfolk” ! .. Warren recounts 
the alleged “information” fed to 
him by an “entity” in an apparent 
vast underground facility at 
Bentwaters, following the 
incident, that such beings have 
existed alongside and with the 
full knowledge of Governments 
for many years... long before 
their recent fresh denials that 
they ceased investigations into 


UFO reports in the sixties ! No 
need, if you look deeply at all this.. 
they KNOW ! No longer 
“unidentified” ! Underwater 
entrances and exits were 
confirmed., one such being within 
a mile from Lowestoft, Norfolk ! 
Remember that strangely lit craft 
that moved around for some 6 
hours, in Norfolk, filmed by police 
video, reported by coastguards, 
off duty RAF pilots, reported, 
too, on radar, in October 1996 ? 
Authorities said “church tower” 

! 

The determination to deny all 
this continues ! Even to the extent 
of such idiotic “answers” ! 
Denials, including that Cash- 
Landrum incident in which two 
witnesses suffered terrible “bums” 
resembling radiation... which, 
oddly, took place, thousands of 
miles apart, just a few hours hours 
removed from the Bentwaters- 
Woodbridge incident... those 
witnesses fought for years, still do, 
for compensation from their 
injuries while the American 
Governments denies all 
responsibility for both “object” 
and the 24 Chinook helicopters 
that “escorted” it! 

Memorable quotes from “Left 
at East Gate” include : ‘screwing 
up the lives of young airmen had 
been necessary., a matter of 
National Security’, and ‘America 
is quietly becoming a National 
Security State where keeping 
secrets has proven to be more 
important than safeguarding the 
most decent aspects of 
democracy’., and so on ! Shades 
of those X Files, etc ! 

Buy or borrow, from your 
library, whatever, this new book., 
never mind the hassle it will 
maybe get, or has already had... 
there are items in it never before 
seen in print that Warren and his 
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fellow airmen kept quiet on out of 
fear, for years. Make up your 
own mind when you have read 
every word ! 

If, like me, you’ve had many 
actual experiences with the 
enigma for years, it has the 
answer ! At least, until someone 
comes up with a better one ! 
Me ? I’m going to stir, afresh, the 
powers that be in high places, 
among others, by all the avenues 
available and affordable !... and 
yes ! I’m going to finish MY 
OWN BOOK ! 

The truth really IS “out 
there” ! It’s also in this book, for 
the price of £15.99.
